Cueumbers will keep much longer 
in a gool place than is gonerally 
realized. At any rate they will 
keep for three months in a rofrig- 
vrator, even if the temperature 1s 
not kept as uniform as it mighs Le, 
and in good cold storage vhey will 
undoubtedly keep for many mouths 
They are sometimes freshened by 
putting them in a pitcher of water 
with stem end down, covered with 
a cheese cloth if they are to stand 
for any time. As standing water 
soon grows stagnant, this is not a 
method to recommend for keeping 
them, even for tweaty-four hours. 
They can always be freshened and 
eooled under running water.

The Malatestas 
are of the first families of Italy,
